Sumunary of fews from the Far Cast; 


YOKOHAMA, 

From’this port our dates are down to the 14th August. The 
English mails of 26th June were delivered on the 13th On 
the same day Sir Harry Parkes arrived from the South in 
H.MS. Salamis, and the Laplace, with the French Minister on 
board, got aground outside the bay. The Salamis is said to 
have brought certain news of the Tycoon’s forces having been 
completely defeated in the Inland Sea, By way of San Fran- 
cisco advices haye been received to the 20th August, but con- 
veying no news of importance. 

There is little circumstantial news from the seat of war, but 
so far the Tycoon's forces seem to have been effectually held at 
bay. The Japan Times says:—“It would appear that the 
Prince of Nagato is carrying the war beyond his own frontiers, 
Tn the south Mats-daira Oki-no-kami, another of the Shogoon’s 
generals, had seized the island of Oshima, intending thence to 
make a descent upon Chosiu’s territory, but troops were sent 
to expel him from his position and he fled at their approach. 
Satsuma has forty-five thousand men now in Miako, and the 
Shogoon’s Gorogio, it is reported, have at last publicly recognised 
the fact of his hostility to their master. The Prince of Hizen, 
whose dominions lie between those of Satsuma and Chosiu, and 
who has long been known as favourable to foreigners and the 
scheme of confederation, is believed to be on the point of 
uniting with his neighbours, when the whole of the south of 
Japan will be in the hands of the party of progress. We pub- 
lish this review with great satisfaction, and with great satisfac- 
tion it will doubtless be received by our mercautile readers, as 
bringing rapidly very near to us the destruction of the system 
of monopoly, which has hitherto so crippled our trade with 
Japan.” 

The Swallow arrived on the 12th August from San Francisco, 
having on board General Van Valkenburg, U.S. Minister for 
Japan, and the Hon. Francis Burlinghame, U.S. Minister for 
China. 

Another rice-riot had taken place in the vicinity of Kana- 
gawa. A large band of peasants, chiefly engaged in the pro- 
duction of silk in the Koshiu districts, being irritated by the 
high price of rice and the enormous inland excise duty of 300 
boos per horse load (4 Japanese bales) lately imposed upon 
silk, descended upon Hatchogee and there destroyed the Eto- 
quai-shai, or exchange where silk merchants do congregate. 
They were armed chiefly with flails, sticks, bamboos, and 
agricultural implements, having among them a few men 
on horseback and some with swords. The Hatchogee 
militia, a rather effective body, being armed and drilled 
in the European manner, quickly repulsed these poor rioters. 
Subsequently, a Daimio and two Hatamotos from Yedo with a 
body of troops went in pursuit and meeting them, killed and 
wounded about 300 and took 500 or 600 prisoners. The 


:| miserable remnant who escaped are now scattered over the 


hills between Kanagawa and Kawasaki. They descend in small 
parties nightly upon the villages on the Tokaido, whence they 
take what they require of the necessaries of life, retiring at 
cock crow to their hiding places in the woods and hills, where 
they lie concealed all day. But they are diligently hunted 





down. Several parties have been out in that part of the coun- 
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try during the last weck and no traces of them were seen. The 
villagers confirmed, in every particular, our account of the dis- 
turbance.

Some interesting autiquarian remains in the neighbourhood 
of Yokohama have been destroyed. ‘The Japan T'ines says:— 
“ A party lately went out to visit the caves at Yama-no-utchi 
(inside the hill) known as the Totska caves and found that 
either an earthquake orthe late unusually heavy and continuous 
rain had destroyed these interesting sculptured temples, Part 
of the interior, they were informed, bad given way and the en- 
trance had also suffered materially. Indeed they found this 
nearly blocked up with soil which had fallen from above ; the 
closing of the aperture had been completed with rough boarding, 
the local authorities considering it dangerous to allow any person 
to venture into the caves in their present condition, ‘This ac- 
cident is regrettable, not that the sculptures in the eave were 
of much value, either as works of art or from any great antiquity 
—but they were certainly curiosities in their way. Unfortu- 
nately, as appears from the example of some of the temples 
about Yedo—notably of one formerly containing a large number 
of life-sized gilt figures (now accommodated in a shed)—tho 
Japanese are not very active in works of restoration, and we can 
thercfore entertain very small hopes of the Tutska caves being 
ever cleared out and restored to their former condition.” 





HAKODADI. 

Woare in possession of dates from Hakodadi to 21st July 
Nothing new had transpired relative to the Russian and Japanese 
difficulty. But the Russian Consul had left for Nicholiefsk in 
HLLBM?s Variag, and report says he will visit Saghalien also, 
The British steamer rou L’rince was sold at auction for ichibous 
2,800. Contracts for silkworms’ eggs had been made at prices 
varying from 2 to 3 boos per slicet. ‘Trade was reported dull, 
and the A/ert was the only vesscl in harbour, 

From this port we hear that the misunderstanding arising 
from the late desecration of an Aino cemetery has been satis- 
factorily adjusted, From the North China Merald wo take the 
following interesting particulars :—In order if possible to re- 
move from the minds of the natives all trace of ill feeling on 
account of the desecration of the Aino cemetery, Capt. Vyse, 
H.B.M.’s Consul at this port, received instructions from 
Harry Parkes to proceed to the villages of Mori and Otoshibe, 
tho two places whence skulls had been stolen, and there to ex- 
press in person, in the name of the British Minister, the regret 
that not only he but all his countrymen felt at the perpetration of 
the crime; and in addition to distribate the sum of 1,000 ichibous 
in equal portions among the relatives of those who had been 
disinterred. Capt. Vyse was to bo accompanied by a Vice- 
governor and a stuf of Custom-house officials, Untortunately 
H.M’s Cousul found the native Governor of the port unwilling to 
give his sanction to the expedition, until the three or four skuils 
still missing had been restored ; the bulk, some twelve or thir- 
teen in number, having already been given up to the Custom- 
house authorities, 

Early in March H.B.M.’s Osprey arrived with Mr. Gower, to 
relieve Capt. Vyse, who shortly alter left for Yokohama in the 
above-nicutioned vessel. It was not till after several interview, 
and the exercise of great paticuce that the Governor could be 
























induced to give his consent ; and then a further delay occurred, 
owing to the protracted winter and heavy spring rains, On the 
first of June, the weather having been fair for the three previous 
days, and everything being in readiness, @ start was fixed for 
the following day , and on the morning of the 3nd Mr, Gower, 
accompanied by a friend and Mr, Robertson (an officer attached 
to the Consulate), left Hakodadi—some three or four native 
officials of subordinate rank accompanying. 

Sy-go-no-pi, the first reating place, some twenty miles from 
Hakodadi, was reached the same night. Early the following 
morning a Shirabiaku (Custom-house official) arrived at the 
tea-honse, and informed Mr. Gower that the Vice-Governor was 
to leave Hakodadi that same day, would push on straight to 
Mori (eight miles from Sy-go-no-pi, and where the first distri- 
bution was to take place), and would reach there about 2 p.m. 
Mr. Gower and party timed their departure to arrive at Mori 
at 1.30; but after waiting three hours, without sign of the Vice- 
Governor, it was decided to push on to Otoshibe, leaving word 
at Mori to that effect, ample time being thus afforded to the 
Vice-Governor to reach Mori, rest there the night, and on to Oto- 
shibe in the morning. The business accomplished there, what. 
had to be got through at Mori could easily be done on the re- 
turn journey. From the time of arrival at Mori and departure 
for Otoshibe, not a single Aino was seen; the officials giving 
as a reason that they were assembled in a house, awaiting the 
distribution of the money. Leaving Mori at 4.30 p.m., Otoshi- 
be, about twelve miles distant, was reached at 6.30 P.M, 

On entering the village the first sight that greeted the eyes 
of the traveller was two Ainos, busy mending their fishing 
nets on the beach. Mr. Robertson, dismounting from his horse, 
walked upto them, and addressed some few words of salutation 
to them in their own language, but a grunt from each was the 
only reply, and, turning their backs, they stalked slowly away 
up the village, After making arrangements about quarters in 
the tea-house, Mr. Gower sauntered up the strect, addressing 
by means of Japanese the Ainos he came across in a few kind 
words, At first they exhibited a good deal of sulkiness, but 
this gradua'ly wore off, and the judicious distribution of small 
coin to the youthful Ainos, with here and there an ichibou to 
the patriarchs, changed ill-tempered countenances into smiling 
ones, and drew from the Ainos their usual form of salute, made 
by raising both palms to the chia and then stroking the beard 
down gently. This obeisance, which they had never failed to 
make to foreigners on former occasions, was neglected on the 
first entry of the party. The following morning, the 4th, the 
Vice-Governor arrived, but as the old gentleman was rather 
shaken by his journey, business was postponed till the after= 
noon, ‘The morning was passed in a visit to Urap, ten miles 
from Otoshibe, aud a purely Aino settlement, the only Japanese 
dwelling being the tea-house erected for the convenience of 
travellers, but moro particularly for the accommodation of Go- 
vernment officials, whose duties take them, from time to time, 
up the coast. 

Whatever ill-fecling may have arisen from the desecration of 
the Aino cemeteries, the results of the visit to Urap fully testi- 
fied that it was simply coufined to the two places where the 
crime was committed, for on entering the villege the inhabitants 
turned out in large numbers, bowing and making the customary 
salute, aud evincing by their looks and actions all kicdly feeling 
to the foreign visitors, During the two hours stay in Urap, 
several Aino huts were visited, without the least sign of ill-will 
being exhibited by their humble occupants, The party reached 
Otoshibe on their return at 4 P.at, and preparations were imme- 
diately made for the ceremony of distribution, aud expre-sions 
of regret on the part of the British authorities, ‘These were 
simple enough—a few coarse mats spread in the garden at tho 
back of the tea-houso, close up to the verandah, served for the 
Ainos ; for Mr. Gower and tho officials a bench covered with 
red baize was placed in the room opening on the garden, All 
having assembled, the Ainos, to the number of 45, with tleir 
Japanese interpreter, Mr. Gower commenced by requesting 
them to stand up, and with Mr. Robertson, stepping to the 
front of the verandah, addressed them through the interpreter 
as follows :— 

“Tam the English Consul lately arrived at Hakodadi, and have been 
sent by my Minister to express to you the regret that my Government, in 
common with my countrymen, feel at the desecration of your country men’s. 
graves. ‘The three men who were guiity of this crime have been severely 
punished, sent away from Hakodadi, and are now undergoing imprison~ 
ment. In all countries there are good and bad men; the bad must be 
punished so that the good may live in peace. ‘The expenses incurred by 
you in connection with the trial will be paid by my Government; and, io 
addition, I am directed to distribute the sum of 1,0UU ichibous among you in 
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‘equal portions to the relations of those whose graves were desecrated. Now 
that these men have been punished, I hope that no ill feeling to foreigners 
will rest among you, and that you will receive all foreigners in the same 
Kindly way as formerly.” 

Mr, Robertson then proceeded to distribute the money (each 
sum being done up in a small packet, with an inscription out- 
side denoting that it was a present from the English Govern- 
ment) to each member of this curious little assembly, After 
distributing the money, about 800 ichibous (200 being reserved 
for Mori), Mr. Gower again expressed a hope that all ill feeling 
had been removed, and the Ainos, who had during the address 
given vent to expressions of delight, quietly dispersed, some of 
them making straight for the kitchen attached to the inn, there 
to spend a portion of their suddenly acquired wealth. 

On leaving Otoshibe the following morning kindly farewells 

were exchanged, and Mr. Gower had the satisfaction of leaving 
cheerful and happy faces where he had found sour and discon- 
tented ones. At Mori the same ceremony was gone through, the 
number of recipients in this case being only eleven, with, it is to 
be hoped, the same happy results. The same opportunities of 
testing this did not, however, offer themselves as at Otoshibe, 
as the party started immediately for Sy-go-no-pi, on their way 
back to Hukodadi—not, however, before the heart of the Japan- 
ese acting as interpreter in both places had been gladdened by 
a handsome present of money. 
1 It is to be sincerely hoped that Englishmen may never again 
in these climes forget the sanctity attached to a grave, how- 
ever rude and simple, nor the respect due to the dead, however 
lowly and ignorant the people. 


CHINA. 


TIENTSIN, 

Advices from this pert are to the 11th August. Owing to 
the stugnant condition of the place, all the trade being in the 
hands of the Chinese, Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co. have 
closed their establishment, and it is said that other firms are 
by no means unlikely to follow their example, 

A correspondent informs us that telegrams had been received | 
at Tientsin from Kiachta in eleven days, aud would be in 
Shanghai in two days more—which would bring Shanghai within 
seventeen days of London. When the line of telegraph is ex- 
tended to Peking, it will be possible under favourable circum- 
stances to communicate from London to Shanghai in six or 
seven days. 

Mr. Thomas, the author of the instructive articles on the 
Corea that lately eppeared in our columns, intended proceeding 
there again with the French admiral, but found that the adii- 
ral had given up all idea of the {Corea at present, owing to his | 
vessels being required at Sarjon. The Corean cvast is not, how- | 
ever, neglecied by the merchants, several trading vessels having } 
visited it. 

The following is from the Circular of Messrs, Platt and 
Co. dated Aug. 11:— 

Our last report was dated the 11th ult. since which we | 
have telegraphic advices per French mail of the 16th June 
extending to the 5th July.

SHANGHAI 

The dates from this port are down to the 22nd Aug. The 
outward mail of 10th July was hourly expected. ‘There is but 
little news to add to our issue of 6th Oct. per Frezch mail. In 
an extra issued by the Friend of China the burning of another 
steamer is reported. The account is written by the purser of , 
the Tahwah, dated Kuikiang, Sunday 19th Aug. 

“We arrived bere at 5.30 P.M, from Shanghai, and found 
the steamer Avanyloong, About an hour aftcr the steamer

Auquang arrived from Wankow, and went alongside Messrs. 


Russell and Co.’s, or the Shanghai Steam Navigation Co.’s hulk, 
(her accustomed place), to receive cargo, About 7 P.M. or 
shortly after, I was told that the Huquang was on fire, and ran 
out so see, ‘There she was, true enough, in a blaze, from her 
smoke stack to her cabin forward—flames bursting out of the 
windows ; and shortly after she was ina blaze from stem to 
stern, or nearly so, and continued burning until past 12 p.m. 
when she rolled over on her starboard side, and sunk nearly 
close to the bund, abreast the city wall. 

“Tshould mention, that shortly after the fire broke out, 
they cast off her hawsers, &c,, from the hulk, let her drop 
astern, then let go her anchors (one or more), and there they 
held her. She burnt up to the time I state, nearly five hours, 
her funnel was red hot, as was also her walking beam, Her 
starboard paddlewheel and shaft fell first, say an hour or so be- 
fore she went down, 

“T haven't heard, for certain, what was tho cause of the fire, 
but it broke out near the engine room. In all probability a 
Chixaman, a fireman, was left below to look after everything as 
econ as she was made fast to the hulk, and as the Hankow 
coals, which I {have no doubt sho had (for all R. aud Co.'s 
boats get Hankow coals) make a great deal of ashes and clinkers 
the China firemen, who were left to get them out, did not pro- 
perly attend to it, and so the accident occurred. 

“Tt could not have been on account of racing against the 
Kiangloong, as has frequently been the case, for on the previous 
trip, to this up ‘the Aiangloong was beat by the Hrgvoug some 
ten minutes from Cock’s Head to Hankow, say 86 miles, 

“Captain Harman of the Huquong has just come on board, 
and says the first he knew of the catastrophe was from 
the quartermaster coming, and telling him that the 
engine-room was on fire! I never saw such a blaze 
in my life, and parties on board who saw the Chin- 
Kiang ond Hankow burn up, say they did not last so 
long, or give such a flare. The Huquong had about 800 
tons of cargo on board, including a great deal of oil. Captain 
Andrews was on board when the fire broke out, and says he saw 
several of the Chinese passengers jump overboard with their 
trunks, &. No doubt some are drowned, but as I have not 
been on shore I can’t say for certain. They had a gun on the 
hulk’s bridge, which fired three shotsinto her when she was 
nearly burnt out. H.M.'s gunboat Cockchafer, lying here, did 
not seem to care about it, as she did not get up steam and 
move out of the way. The water is rising hero u few inches 
daily, Nothing further of importance. 

An important notification from the Prussian Consulate 
General with reference to the duties upon teas, appears in. the 
Shanghai Recorder. It is to the effect that all persons purchasing 
teas in the interior of China are, in accordance with a decree 
issued by Li-Footai, to obtain receipts of dut es on the cargo 
from the producers of the same, upun presenting which they 
will be allowed to pass all barriers. This arrangement, how- 


Jever, we presume cannot be held to interfere with the right 
secured to foreign subjects to commute the transit duties by 


payment of one half the tariff duty, as agreed to by 
reaty; as it is precisely against ‘allowing a loophole 
for placing a special tax upon such Chinese, pro- 


ducers or others, as foreigners may deal with, that this pro- 
vision has been made. It seems by the present arrangement 


‘that while the foreign purchaser will only pay to the producer 


the sum specified by treaty, he may really be called upon to pay 
much more, in the form of enhanced price consequent upon & 
heavier impost being placed upon the native ; and that conse- 
quently the provisions of the treaty, though preserved in form, 
The subject is one of so much impor 
tance to commercial interests that we shall endeavour to obzain 
more particulars with respzet to it, and may probably have 
oceasion to recur to it in our next issue.

larly of giving them gratis, Mr. Lawrence, whese opinion 
previously given in conjunction with Mr, Myburgh’s was made 
the subject of attack, returned the fire, pointed out that the 
Act cited by Mr. Mitchell as that under which the company 
ought to have been formed, did not come into force till after 
the company had been some time established, but to this Mr 
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Mitchell promises another reply, which has not, however, as yet 
Been published. 

At Hankow the river had fallen considerably when the Shanse 
Feft, om the 16th August, A large junk laden with coal broke 
from her moorings and drifted across the bows of the Fusiyama 
on the 13th, injuring herself so severely that she sank imme- 
diately with several of her crew. 

A fire had occured at Ningpo which is reported to have 
been simply a plant, by which the owners netted twelre 
hundred taels at an expense of some nine thousand tacls 
to the unfortunate shippers. It happened after this 
wise. Owing to the competition of forciyn bottoms, large 
janks at Ningpo, as elsewhere, are at a discount ; and 
0 much is this now the case that, in the present instance, 
as jumk costing originally some twelve or fifteen thousand taels 
was sold for the sum of eight hundred. ‘The ingenious pur- 
chasers at once went to work to collect freight for the North, 
and they had so far succeeded as to obtain a cargo for which 
4wo thousand taels freight was paid in advance ; hence the fire, 
whereby the owners are relieved froin the trouble and expense 
of making the junk seaworthy and prosecuting a voyage, the 
freight to be earned by which remains their own notwithstand- 
ing. The plan is fully equal to any that we have laid with a 
view of reaping the sure profits offered by an Insurance Com- 
yeny, in preference to running the risks of precarious trade. 

‘At Tientsin the thermometer has coutinued to range high, and 
the “ oldest resident ” says he has never known so hot a season. 
fit be true that companionship in misery is an alleviation, 
Shanghai will find some consolation in knowing that Tientsin is 
badly off as itself in this respect ; and, moreover, that the 
mosqnitos there are even of a finer brecd than here—perfect 
varupires, in fact. 

Messrs, Farnham and Co., of Hongque, have laid the keel of 
ascrew steamer 100 feet long, 20 fect beam, and 10 feet hold, 
to be fitted hereafter as a gunboat, and proportioned to carry a 
Blakelcy’s 90 amidships. The boiler and some of the 
machinery will be entirely new. This firm lately launched a 
eattcr for the new Pilot Company. 


HONG KONG. 

Dates are down to the 28th August. 
uly 17 was hourly expected. 

‘The following is the letter of our correspondent :— 

‘The proposed imposition of a Stamp Act in this colony—the 
eoly method which has appeared feasible to Sir Richard Mac- 
Donneil for its extrication from the financial difficulties caused 
by previous recklessness—has aroused a storm of indignation 
azwig the higher classes of the mercantile community, of whose 
fait it is a cardinal point that European residents in Hong 
Kong lave a claim to total exemption froma share in the 
“burdens of the State.” Although the ordinance impesing the 
introduction of stamps as a source of revenue has passed the 
Legislutive Council (by vote of the official members against 
that of the three non-oflicials), a meeting is called for to- 
morrow with the view of protesting against the Act. 
What arguments will be adduced on this occasion re- 
Yoain to be seen. Messrs. Dent and Whittal have astonished 
the coramunity at large by a proposal to reinstate in Govern- 
xocut employ a man (D. R, Caldwell) who was dismissed 
five ycars ago by order of the Secretary of State for the Colonies 
as the result of an inquiry into his alleged connection with the 
ebicf of a piratical association, Those gentlemen predicted that 
the itnposition of a Stamp Act would tend to drive away the 
Chinese traders from Hong Kong. ‘The schedule attached to 
the ordinance is certainly a long one, and some of the items pro- 
wosed look rather objectionable ; as for instance the impo- 
sision of stumps on  Comprador’s orders,” the cheques on the 
Chinese | a, master of cach establishment—by means of which all 
Bosiuess from the purchase of land to that of a breastpin is 
soikteted—is likely to prove a source of annoyance in small 
truusactions ; but, so far as I can judge, Sir R. MacDonnell is 
tee scusible, aud too careless of mere popularity obtained 
By the sacrifice of his official opinions, to be swayed by the 
foolish arguments likely to be marshalled against him to- 
morrow, 

Tise debates on this question have brought out more clearly 
than ever the astounding blunders of management in recent 
years, to which I have before alluded. No one attempts to de- 
fend the Mint, among other things, which is now alleged on all 
henils to be equally a total and a costly failure, ‘The machinery, 
while incapable of turning out a cvin of respectable appearance, 
jw aise inadequate to produce more than some fifteen thousand 
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dollars per diem ; and cannot, therefore, be looked upon as in 
any way capable of supplying the wants of commerce. This 
defect might be remedied by further outlay, indeed, were the 
prospect at all encouraging as regards the popularity of the 
coin produced. The new dollar is, however, as I wrote you 
months ago, looked upon with both contempt and suspicion by 
the Chinese, and, although the few that are seen in circulation, 
are necessarily accepted in the colony, the Chinese at Canton 
have poob-poohed every attempt to introduce them there. The 
execution is so bad that the merest tyro, they say, could pro- 
duce forgeries undistinguishable from the real coin. 

‘Tho Praya, which tumbles down in part whenever we have a 
gale, the drains which burst whenever there is a heavy rain- 
storm, and the expensive new§gaol on Stonecutters’ Island— 
all works which have absorbed the major pa:t of the revenues 
of the colony for ycars past—are understood to be the subject 
of objurgations loud and deep from Sir Richard MacDonnell. 

The French frigate Guerriere, with Admiral Roze on board, 
arrived here the other day from Saigon en roule for the 
North, the hostilities undertaken by the Annamese having been 
checked sufficiently to enable the Admiral to turn his atten- 
tion to matters in the Corea. Instructions will be awaited from 
the French Government before any steps aro taken in that 
quarter, and it is earnestly hoped here that the British Govern- 
ment will decide upon joint measures for the chastisement of 
the murdering barbarians who constitute the Corean “ Govern- 
ment ” and for the opening of the country. 

Some anxiety is expressed here for the legal opening of an 
additional port on the west coast of Kwangtung, in lieu of that 
of Kiungchow, in Hainan, which is quite useless, Shueytung, the 
port where the Prince Albert was seized some months ago, has 
been found to afford a market for the sale of piece goods, besides 
supplying a valuable list of exports, Since the seizure of the 
Prince Alvert, the contraband trade till then carried on with 
Shueytung and Hainan has quite ceased. The port has several 
advantages over that of Kiung-chow, the name of which was in- 
serted in the treaty almost at random, and which has never been 
declared open. It has a good and sheltered river anchorage, 
with greater proximity to Hong Kong, and a climate less tropical 
than that of Hainan. 

The struggle between the American house of Russell and Co. 
and the Hong Kong and Cauton Steamship Company has termi- 
nated in favour of the latter, to the delight of most people, to 
whom the decided “ Yankccism” of Messrs. R. and Co. was very 
intolerable. The company has not been in existence more 
than nine months, but its success has been so marked that ths 
heads of the house of Russell and Co. in the United Statee 
have accepted terms more unfavourable to themselves by some 
15 per cent. than were offered originally by the company on 
its formation, In addition to this they have incurred heavy 
losses by the frantic competition instituted on the Canton 
River by their steamers, These—the Aivkiang and the Poyang 
—have been transferred already to the British flag, which has 
now undisputed possession of the river traffic, although the 
management of the line is entirely American, being conducted 
by Messrs. A. Heard and Co, for the company. 

You will see in the homeward newspapers from this and 
Shanghai sundry jocular allusions to the “‘scll” practised by the 
ingenious Mr. Hart in passing off his Chinese teacher as a man- 
darinof highrank, and the wretched ragamutiius from the Tartar 
lanes of Peking as sccretaries of Legation. Everyone who 
has been humbugged in the delicious manuer over which we in 
China have been roaring lately has, however, himself only to 
blame, [for full statements were published at the time this dis- 
repujable gang departed from China respecting their true posi- 
tion, The fact of a “button ” having been conferred at Mr. 
Hart's request on his teacher Pinchu has no more significancy, 
as regards his official rank, than the addition of the letters J.P. 
to an Irish squireen’s name would have on his position in 
travelling in a foreign country. The “sell” has certainly 
attracted some notice to Mr, Hart and has probably served its 
turn, as did the woolly horse and the Feejeo mermaid; but 
neither of those celebritics was honoured by a private reception 
by her Majesty ! 

On the subject of railways in China the China Mail says :— 
“Tp yrevious articles we have urged at some length the neces- 
sity of personal action being taken in the matter, if the projec- 
tors are at all anxious to bring the scheme forward. By personal 
action we mean the despatch to Peking of a duly acercdited and 
e mpetent person to urge upon the foreign representatives resi- 





dent at the capital the advisability of their persuading the 
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mence the formation of a line between Peking and ‘Ticnt 
projectors world have, however, to bear in mind that they propose 
working in Chiva — the great land of what inay be termed 
topsy-turvyness—and that asthey find the Chinese even in social 
customs to be our antipodes, so must they expect froin the 
Ciinese Government a course of treatment diametrically opposed 
to that experienced in similar matters from the authorities of 
European States. It is very probable that in spite of any 
descriptions, however favourable, which may be given of tho 
certain success of the line, and of the revenue it would bring to 
the Imperial Exchequer, the Prince of Kung und his advisers 
so far from being willing to guarantee it in any way, will actu- 
ally require a heavy bonus or security for the same before 
granting permission for the construction of the railway being 
commenced, As to the eventual financial success of at least 
the line we have mentioned, it may be covsidered absolutely 
certain ; and this we say, not as mere lookers on, judging from 
‘and published reports, but from acteal experience of the 
fic, both in passengers and goods, now carried on be- 
tween Peking and its seaports. We have ourselves travelled 
over the country through which the proposed line would pass 
some six times (once in company with a professional civil 
‘engineer and geologist), and can bear witness to its wonderful 
suitability for the line proposed.” 

It is stated: that the head quarters of the 20th Regiment 
will be transferred to Singapore, it being intended that they 
should be replaced by native troops. 

Orders have been received from England to build without 

















delay quarters for 600 native troops, and it is rumoured, as | 


stated in the bome papers, that a local corps is to be raised; 
whether composed of Indians, Malays or Chinese isnot known. 

Tue chief item of gossip as given by the China Mail isa 
letter addressed to the editor of the Daily Press by Mr. Pollard, 
jin which he used language unusual and undignified from one 
holding his position. A statement appeared in the leading 
columns of the Daily Press to the effect that in the case of 
Anderson versus Shaw and another, Mr. Pollard had behaved 
cunbecomingly in court by interrupting the counsel for the 
plaintift’s cross-examiuation, and putting words as it were into 
his client's mouth. The whole article was written with such 
evident animus against the defendant and his counsel, that it 
was held by public opinion to have rather strengthened than 
weakened the impression in their favour, It was in fact a grave 
departure from the tone of impartiality which has of late dis- 
tinguished that journal, and although most consider that the 
fault lay chictly with the defendants, scarcely any one endorses 
the stinging attack made on them in the columns of the Daily 
Press, Thus far the editor. Mr. Pollard’s course of action was, 
however, still more objectionable than the article which called 
it forth, Instead of writing to the Daily Press to meroly give 
‘an unqualified denial of the fact alleged, with a request that full 
publicity might be given to his letter, he accuscs the editor of 
malicious intent in very objectionable terms, and gives him the 
lic without allowing for the supposition of mis-information. 
Most people of sense ai ware that legal information is fur- 
nished to editors by reporters for the press, and Mr, Pollard 
was bound to admit that wrong information had been furnished, 
until the editorinade himself personally responsible for the truth 
of his allegation, Now comes a more absurd feature of the 
case. Instead of inserting the letter with a few lines expressive 
of regret that the writer should so far forget himeclf as to 
write in such style, and ina few calm words, giving the actual 
fects of the cave, showing that Mr, Pollard had been guilty of a 
more flagrant offence against good taste than himself, the editor 
sent it to the club committee for their opinion or action in the 
matter. We have not learned the tenor of their answer, but 
the general opinion in Hong Kong scems to be that editors 
might fight their own battles themselves, and uot bother the 
community, in a private capacity, about editorial quarrels, 
Those who have a certain number of columns at, their absolute 
disposal for expressing their opinion of other people have natu- 
rally an advantage over the rest of the community, and they 
might rest satisfied with the power they wicld. 

The proposed Stamp Act has been issued in extenso, but is 
too lengthy to be reprinted. ‘The following ure a few of its 
Persons neglecting to use stamps in tho cases re- 
quired by the Act, to be fined $50, or ten times the value of 
the requisite stamp.

Alletter has been published addressed by Sir Richard Mac 
Dounell to Mr, Whittall with the view of correcting some 
erroneous impressions which were entertained with regard to 
working of the Stamp Act. Sir Richard first explains that he 
has no iutention of increasing the tasation more than needful 
to make up the deficiency in the revenue—say $120,000, 
That, although the schedule, as at first devised, would yield a 
much larger sum, it was purposely made compreheusive, that 
the opinion of the mereautile community might be availed of 
in selecting items for reduction, and that the schedule bad been 
framed as closely as possible on the mode! of tiat used in India, 
Sir Richard concludes a very sensible letter in these forcible 
—"T see in it a system capable of immediate contraction 
and expansion according to the public exigencies, I seo in it a 
measure which indirectly compels others than mere residents 
here, to share the burtlien as well as the profits attendant on 
business couducted here. 1 see in it a means of abating the 
gaubling by time-bargains, which must injuriously affect legiti- 
mate business. I see in it a system approved by the most 
eminent political economists as apportioning taxation according 
to the maguitude of the trausaction which it reaches. Finally 
T attach the more weight to this latter consideration, becauso 
the opposition to the measure is so general here, that I infer 
from thence a Stamp Act would equitably include and aftect all 
interests.”

is supposed that the garrison at Tay-niuh and ‘T'rambang can be 
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ereill reduced,” in consequence of the final retreat of the enemy. 
‘Lhe chief of the partisans at Tay-ninh, well known at Saigon 
by the name of Dai-thin, arrived here after having travelled on 
foot a distance of one hundred and fifteen kilometres in forty- 
two hours. He was accompanied by thirty militiamen with 
fifteen buffaloes. This journey, in addition to those they had 
to perform as our scouts, did not fatigue the natives, who averred 
that they could at once commeuce a fresh one. 

The feast of the Emperor was celebrated with a lively enthu- 
siasm, the military and the civil residents uniting in a com- 
mon demonstration of gratitude to this illustrious prince, who 
has established the colony of Cochin China, and who gives to 
it so many marks of the high solicitude which he bears towards 
it. The Asiatics and the natives themselves appreciate the 
greatness of the idea that directs the acts of France in the Far 
East. They are eager to render their respectful homage to this 
powerful and generous will which has extended the limits of the 
empire in order that the laws of humanity may reign, ‘The 
solemnity received an extraordinary eclat by the presence of the 
frigate La Guerriere in the Roads, the Governer of Venh Luong 
also came within our walls to be present at this ceremony, 

Our vessels were decorated with flags from daylight, they 
fired a salute of twenty-one guns, and an immense crowd was 
gathered at the avenue of the Place d’Horloge, where the troops 
and marines in full dress were arriving in large numbers. At 
a quarter to seven the Vice-Admiral Governor came out at- 
tended by Rear-Admiral Roze and a splendid retinue of officers 
and functionaries. He passed in front of the troops, which 
were under the command of M. Legiune, naval commander ; 
there was then an admirable defile in which our marines 
vied with their comrades, the infantry, ia‘their marching and 
the regularity of their evolutions. Then came in full trot the 
artillery, the cavalry and two sections of Fusiliers, the latter 
were placed on waggons to forma movable column. _ All these 
movements can aply be described by a military man, but we 
must say they were on the whole executed with a remarkable 
precision, and that every one could read on the lively visages 
of our soldiers and marines the calm and resolute air of men 
who have faced danger, and who have shone elsewhere, 

At eight o’clock the Governor and all the inhabitants attended 
the Pontifical mass celebrated by Dr. Miche, Bishop of Dansara. 
During the Domine Salvum the Naval Artillery belched forth a 
salute of twenty-one guns. All hearts ina profound recollection 
united in offering up ardent and sincere prayers for the success 
and happiness of our sovereign, If prayers are to be heard 
they are those of these devout souls, who have come so far to 
live and die for the glory of their religion and country. Atnoon 
the Duperre fired a salute of twenty-one guns. 





MALACCA STRAITS, 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates from this port are to the 6th of September. This 
being only five days later than our last advices, there is no 
news of importance. 

The Singapore Free Dress exposes a glaring instance of 
naval mismanagement in the following paragraph :—“ We have 
been informed that H.M.’s steamer Jcarus has on board four 
very heavy guns, one of which will throw a shot of 100 Ibs. in 
weight, but this shot ought to be an elongated steel one, 
whereas there is only on ‘board the old common round shot, 
which is of no use for this gun. We believe that this fault 
lies with the authorities at home, for on application being 
made for the proper kind of shot the applicants were told there 
were none, and they were ordered to take the round ones. If 
the Jcarus had been supplied with the proper material for this 
large gun, no doubt it would have been able to do excellent 
service upon the pirates who infest the coasts of China, but 
now it is perfectly useless.” 

An accident, attended with fatal consequences occurred on the 
night of the 2nd October in the harbour. It appears that the 
master of H.M. steamer Coquette, Mr, Long, had gone to sleep 
on the poop at the stern of the vessel, and whilst in that state 
he unfortunately happened to turn over, and in doing so fell 
overboard. In his fall it is supposed that his head must have 
struck against the screw. Search has been made for the body, 
but as yet no success has attended the efforts made by those 
who are endeavouring to find it. 

According to the returns received from the several marine 
offices, the number of Chinese immigrants that have arrived at 
the different ports in the Straits Settlements has been as fol- 
lows :—Singapore, 14,279 (including 635 females); Penang, 





3,008 ; Malacca, 152; total, 17,439. From the first-named 
station 3,252 immigrants (all males) returned to China, whilst 
out of the arrivals 324 were embarked for the Mauritius, 4,187 
men and 105 women for Penang and Malacca, and their 
immediate neighbourhood, and 2,761 men and 41 women for 
different vative States in the Malay Peninsu'a, 

The Straits Jimes, referring to Holt’s Liverpool line of 
steamers, has the following remarks :— 

“ The overland route, while it offers a rapidity of transit im- 
possible to be secured by any other means, is attended with so 
tauch expense as to nearly prohibit its being availed of as a 
channel for the transmission of merchandise, and to present a 
very formidable obstacle to travel. Tho charge for the trans- 
mission of a ton of measurement goods from Southampton to 
Singapore by the P. and O, Company's steamer is, as nearly 
as possible, fifteen pounds sterling, and the time occupied in 
transit is forty-one days if the goods are brought right through 
and not delayed, as is frequently the case, at any of the inter- 
mediate stations. It is only the most valuable articles of mer- 
chandise that can bear such a freight as this, and the great 
bulk are left to the four months’ voyage by sailing vessel round 
the Cape. 

“The new line will consist of steamers which, although not. 
equalling in rapidity those of the P. and O. Company, will yet 
reduce the time of transit by a sufficient period to allow the 
interest saved on the value of such articles to equal the addi- 
tional freight. 

“The duration of the voyage from Liverpool to Singapore by 
these vessels is about sixty days—the rate per ton is £6, and 
it will be at once seen that this admits of the profitable trans- 
mission of a large class of goods that are precluded from the 
overlaud route, Take, for instance, one of our chief staples, 
manufactured cottons :—a bale of grey shirtings is worth here 
say £40—about six of them make a ton, giving a value of 
£240 ; the time saved by adopting these steamers in place of 
sailing vessels would not be less than two months, for which 
interest, calculated upon the value at the current rate of dis- 
count here, would amount to about £5 ; to this must be added 
say £2 for the freight charged by sailing vessel, exhibiting, in 
all, a saving of £7 against an expenditure of £6, or a bulance 
of £1, in favour of the steamers, besides all the collateral ad- 
vantages and the chauces of the earlier market. A point, too, 
in favour of the transit offered to merchandise by ocean 
steamers as compared with the overland route, is the avoidance 
of the constant shifts inseparable from the lutter, and which are 
xo destructive to every description of package.”

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 


CHINA AND JAPAN EXPORTS. 

‘Tra.—CaxTox.—Business has been transacted on a very moderate 
scale during the fortnight—indeed, for the first ten days little or nothing 
was done in scented kinds, and the settlements reported below have all 
taken place within the last few days ; for these kinds the market closes at 
rather firmer rates. In Country Congous but little has transpired, three 
more chops have been taken at about previous rates; tive chops have ar- 
rived during the fortnight, so the present stock consists of 72 chops or 
14,288 packages. Teamen continue very firm for Congous and likewise 
foreigners, hence so few settlements. Scented Teas: There are still a 
few tine parcels of S. O. Pekoe to be met with, but no really fine Capers 
remain. The settlemen’s for the fortnight are 7,500 boxes Scented 
Orange Pekoe at from 23} to 33 taels and 4,50 boxes Scented Caper at 
from 17 to 28 taels; the fourth crop however is close at hand, when it is 
expected there will be plenty of musters brought forward and some fine 
teas among them ; the only other settlement is 200 boxes packed Conzou 
at 21 to 26 tals. In Canton Gunpowders there are no transactions to 
report for th s mail. ry 

"AMoY.—Congou : Notwithstanding the rise in prices reported in our 
last, buying hag steadily continued, and some 5,0U0 packages have been 
taken at rather irregular rates, say $143 to $194 for Common, and 221 to 
$23 for fair. leaf to a little flavoury. Most of the settlements have been at 
the latter quotation,  Oulong: The market was opened for America on 
the 20th, and a large business has been done. 9,000 half-chests are re- 
ported evttled, but at least 15,000 have been taken. Pricesare higher than

Foochow.—Congou: ‘Transactions since last mail have been on a 
smaller scale, owing in a measure to the cessation of Australian orders. 
‘The cost of Teas of good quality is a tael higher; the fall in exchange, 
Lowever, makes the laying dowa price about the same. Common grades 
are easier. Teas have been coming down from the country the last day 
or two, and the receipts amount to 60,000 chests in excess of last season 
to same cate. The second crop is about finished. — Souchongs are 
without material change, teamen being unwilling at present to accept 
lower rates. Oolong: The chief feature of the fortnight has been the 
opening of this market at rates fully 12 taels higher than last year. Pur- 
chases have consisted of the finer grades, cargo kinds being comparatively 
neglected. Scented: A large business has been done. Prices show no 
change. 

‘Suaxcwar.—Black Teas: The market for Congous has been extremely 
dull throughout the fortnight, the large export, and unfavourable Home 
advices hi caused buyers to make a determined stand against prices 
ruling at date of the last. Holders remained very firm unl within the 
last few days, when a decline of one tael was conceded, which has led to 
a fair business. Arrivals from Hankow have increased the stock to 42,000 
Packsses amongst which there are some very good teas. Green Teas: 

he arrival of new Fychows has been checked, the very hot weather having 
Gried up several crecks through which the boats have io pass. Two chops 
of fair toake and quality hare been setiled from musters, at tls. 34} and 
89} proportion. Moyunes caanot now arrive in quantity until another month. 









































Five chops of Pingsuey have found buyers at tle, 35} to 383, and two 
chops of Shanghai-packed Fychows at tls. 32 and 87 ; prices rather h yher 
than last month’s settlements. 

Hanxow.—There had been a good business done, chiefly in medium 
Oopacks of the second crop, at prices fully equal to previous rates. 
Third crop Oopacks had commenced to arrive, and two crops bad fuund 
buyers at taels 25} to 25% per picul. The quality is considered t.uch 
about the same as that of last season. Tle Helen Nicholson and Etiza~ 
beth Nicholson were on the berth at £4 10s. per ton. 

KivxtaNc.—This port had been suffering from intense heat and inun- 
dation, Black Teas: A few shipments had been made to Shanghai on 
native aecount; only one small chop having been settled, and one chop 
remaining in stock. Green Teas: Small overland musters of three cnops 
had arived, but not been shown, and chest musters might be expected 
before next mail. 

Yoxouasa.— There is again a considerable business in the tea market 
to report, and prices have steadily risen since the last advices of the 27th 
ultimo ; an advance of $2 has been estabiished, although some of the pur- 
chases show even apreater advance. The supplies from the interior are 
good, and are likely to continue so, asthe price in ichibus realived by 
hative merchants is greater than when the highest price in dollars was paid 
in January. These purchases have been for the American market. 
Settlements amount {o about 7,690 piculs. 

Raw SIck.—Canton: The telegraphic news brought on by E: 
Mail of the 10th July, gave an impetus to the market, and directly any 
inquiry was shown on the part of European buyers, prices, which bi fore 
had been firm, advanced, and a fair business has been done. The stock of 
all kinds (some 2,500 pieuls) is large, but principally consists of the com- 
moner grades, for which the demand is not so great, and although the 41h 
crop is just coming furward, rates are more likely to advance than decline 
for the finer deserip Quotations and settlements are as under :— 
altee No. 1, at $380 to 60U; ‘I'saltee No. 2, at $560 to 580, settlements 
250 bales; Loong-kong No I, at $560 to 590, Luong-kong No 2, at

SHASGHAT.— Since the last report a large business has been done, at 
gradually increasing prices, until the quotations given below indicaie an 
advance of from tls.

PERU AND THE CHINESE COOLIE TRADE.—The attention of the lead~ 
ing citizens of Lima had been called to the systematic abuses of the coolie 
trade, and the Government was strongly urged to adopt stringent measures 
for the regulation of the execrable trafic. It appears that from thirty to 
forty per cent. of the labourers embarked in Cina for the South Ameri- 
can coast die on the passage thither, owing to the crowded state of the 
vessels and the entire absence of all sanitary precautions, No laws exist 
regulating the number of passengers by the tonnage of the ship, and to 
supply this deficiency the Goverament had been petitioned. — S.nce 
the abolition of slavery planters have grown to depend upon Chinese labour 
entirely, and claim that if the coolie trafic was wholly suppressed the re- 
sult would be ruinous to the agricultural interests of the country. Conced- 
ing the iniquity of the trade ae now conducted, the authorities are asked to 
make strong laws, with a heavy penalty altached for their infringement, so 
that the business may be divested of some of its more horrible phases. 














RESUSCITATION OF THE AGRA AND MASTERMANS 
BANK (LIMITED). 

The plan for the resuscitation of the India and China portion 
of the bauk’s business has now been made public in the form of 
acircular to the shareholders.

ment, and the payment of 5s, in last month was an agreeable 
surprise toa large number of creditors, The announcement 
that there will be £600,000 surplus after paying all creditors 
has also surprised many shareholders who have been disposed 
to listen to tiles of mismanagement and imprudent operations. 
All these stories are capable of very casy solution. It was a 
mistake to attempt to bea London bank as well as an India and 
China Exchange bank, The “Bears,” who are described by 
tho Economist as “the scavengers of the Stock Exchange,” 
found outcertain weak points, especially connected with the Paris 
branch, and they combined to pull it down ; but for that combiua- 
tion weare convinced it would now be standing.

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HONG KONG AND SHANGHAI BANK (LIMITED). 

Amother meeting of the shareholders in this bank was held at Hong 
Kong on the 16th August, when a statement of accounts and a report of 
the position of the establishment was issued to the shareholders. A divi- 
dend of $6 per share, equivalent to 8 per cent. per annum, was declared, 
and an announcement—which we think calculated to prove very beneficial 
also made that it had been decided to postpone the opening of agencies 
in India, The bank had been particularly fortunate in escaping the heavy 
losses which have been incurred during the present year by most other 
Danke, and considering that three banks have been removed, it is to be 
presumed that the Hong Kong Bank will participate in the business neces.

Warxer (after a considerable pauso) rose to make a few brief remarks 
and to put a few questions which he hoped would not be considered 
beyond the bounds of pertinence. He would venture to suggest that in 
fature reports the abstract of liabilities and assets, and of profit and loss 
account, be furnished in somewhat greater detail. He had compared the 
Present report with the last, and had found the information given in 
‘the present one less full and complete. In the case of the abstract of 
liabilities and assets it might be that it arose from a change in the 
mode of keeping the accounts; but in proof of the correctness of his 
assertion he would point out that in the previous abstract two very 
heavy sums appeared, one of no less than 3,393,430.75 under the head 
of assets, and one of 1,548,219.18 under the head of liabilities. The 
sums were credited nd adebited respectively to “ Branches andAgencies.” 
Inthe present abstract “ Branches and Agencies” did not figure at all, 
and no doubt these amounts had been merged with others on either side 
of the account before completing the abstract, and that a few words would 
explain this apparent discrepancy. He found no distinct entry showing 
the bank's liability on their issue of notes. He was aware that resident 
shareholders could obtain this information from an examination 
‘of the monthly returns in the Government Gazette, but he thought the re- 
port would be more completo if the item of notes were made distinct 
‘entry in the bulance-sheet abstract. He would also suggest in regard to 
the profit and loss abstract that, in future, in place of the net profits only 
being given, the gross profits should be stated on one side of the account 
and the interest and gross expenses on the other side; and in support of 
the reasonableness of the suggestion he produced the last report of the 
Agra and Masterman's Bank, which supplied these particulars to its share- 
holders. He also had with him several other reports, among which he 
might name the China Fire Insurance Company's and the Peninsular and 
Oriental Company's. Neither he nor any otlier shareholder required to 
know anything that they ought not be told, nor anything the publication 
of which the competitors of the bank might turn to their own purposes; 
but he thought that the abstracts might be made rather more full without 
injury to the bank. He presumed by the absence of all allusion to the 
Cominercial Banix, that either they were not involved with that establish- 
ment, or that some set-of had been arranged. He now came to 
that part of the report in which the name of the Agra and Master- 
man’s Bank was introduced, and he would like to know, if it were 
convenient, what amount the bank stood to love in all, supposing, 
for the sake of calculation, that the Agra paid nothing in the 
pound. If he understood the report correctly there was rather a large 
sum—of, say, about 81,000 dols.—carried forward to meet the contin 
gencies under this lead; and supposing the Agra to pay their creditors 
1s, in the pound (which was the most unfavourable view he had heard of 
the probable result of the winding up), 81,000 dols. would represent a 
liability of nearly three and a quarter lacs, which appeared to him to be 
a very heavy sum. While on the subject of the Agra Bank, he would 
wish to know whether there was any truth in the current report that, in 
consequence of private information sent to the agent of the Hong Kong 
and Shanghai Bank, he negotiated a large amount of bills on the agents 






























































of the bank in Hong Kong and London to the agent of the Agra Bank at 
Shanghai, who was in ignorance of the failure of- bis bank, it being the 
intention of the Hong Kong Bank, in place of honouring the bills, to 
place these amounts as a set-off against a debt or debts incurred by the 
Agra Bank with the Hong Kong Bank before the suspension of the 
former. He hoped that the chairman could contradict the report alto- 
gether, for, if not, he (Mr. Walker) could not but think it was a most 
unfortunate transaction. There was also a report that the bills on Hong 
Kong had since been honoured, and he only hoped that it was not too late 
to arrange that those in London should be similarly treated. His con- 
cluding question had reference to the audit, and be would preface it by 
saying that it was absurd to suppose that any remark or question he or 
any other shareholder might put could be intended to convey any want of 
confidence in such a direction and such auditors. The same remark 
equally applied to their manager, whom they all held in such respect and 
esteem; but it must not be forgotten that he could not be with them for 
ever, and on his (Mr. Kresser’s) account he would not wish such a thing. 
In choosing at some future time a successor to theit present worthy 
manager they might unfortunately, and without knowing it, elect a second 
“ Redpath” and hence the necessity for a careful audit. He must again 
be pardoned for referring to the Agra and Masterman’s report, and would 
read what the auditors were there required to certify. ‘“ We have ex- 
amined the preceding statements Nos. 1 and 2 (balance-sheet and profit 
and loss) with the books, vouchers, and securities at the head-office in 
London, and with the detailed returns and balance-sheet signed by the 
auditors of several branches, and we hereby certify to the correctness and 
isfactory character thereof.” lis question was, whether the audit was 
a careful one or a mere matter of form. 

The Caiman, in reply, stated that he was convinced that the hon. 
shareholder had made his remarks and put his questions in the moat dis- 
interested spirit, although the expediency of some of them might be 
doubted. As regarded the accounts being rendered in greater detail, it was 
not the wish of the directors to withhold any information which might be 
reasonably expected, nor was it customary to print more details than 
would be found in the report. Any particulars not contained in the report 
could be had by application to the manager or to himself. 

Mr. WALKER here asked how absent shareholders were to inform them- 
selves, 

The CuarrMan said that they could do so by their proxies. He could 
not see what advantage could be derived from affording more information 
to the public than had been given, but, if the shareholders thought other= 
wise, they: had only to express themselves so, and the directors were quite 
prepared to abide by the decision. As regarded the alleged large amount 
(81,000 dols.) carried forward to the credit of the new account, such 
Balance was only 45,696.36 dols., the other sum of 85,573.79 dols. being 
rebate on bills not due, constituted unrealised profit. In allusion to the 
rumours which had reference to the transaction at Shanghai between their 
bank and the Agra, he must deny that any instruction had emanated 
from the directors or manager, and it was a very eerious charge for Mr. 
Walker to have repeated. 

Mr. Wacker rose and said that his impression was that he did not say 
that the transaction had arisen in consequence of instructions emanating 
from Hong Kong. If he said so de begued to apologise for the mistake; 
what he meant to say was, that the manager at Shanghai had acted upon 
private information known to himself, but unknown to the Agra Bank 

nt. 

 ethe CHAIRMAN continued: The next subject alluded to by the pro- 
prietor was the audit of the company’s accounts, and all he could say on 
that subject was, that they took every care in the selection of their 
auditors, and that the audit was most complete and satisfactory. They 
had specially selected Mr. Ryrie because he was quite unconnected with 
the bank, and did not, he believed, so much as hold a share. The audit 
was conducted with the utmost care, and the books and securities were at 
the complete disposal of the auditors for inspection and examination. He 
was convinced that these gentlemen had performed their very laborious 
duties with the utmost efliciency and impartiality. 1f the proprietor 
would look at the original copy of the abstracts, they would see that it 
was certified to by the auditors. This certificate might have been 
pended to the printed report, and he saw no objection to this addition 
being made in future cases. (The original abstract, certified to in a similar 
manner as on the last occasion, was here handed round to the proprietors 
for inspection.) He believed he had now replied to all the hon. share~ 
holder's remarks and questions, except one of detail connected with the 
abstract of assets and liabilities, which he would leave the manager to 
explain. 

Mr. Kresser explained that the account headed in the previous state~ 
ment “Branches and Agencies” had been merged for the sake of sim- 
plicity into those headed “ Exchange Remittances and Exchange Accept- 
ances.” 

The CiAinMan now proposed that they should proceed to elect the 
auditors for the coming half-year, whereupon 

‘Mr. WALKER rose and said that after the remarks he had made it might 
not be out of place, in order to show his continued confidence in the Hon, 
Mr. Rennie and Mr. Phineas Ryrie, for him to propose the re-election of 
those two gentlemen, which he had great pleasure in doing. 

Mr. Bosman having seconded this resolution it was unanimously 
adopted. 

‘The Ciraimsas then suggested that the auditors’ remuneration be de~ 
cided upon, when it was proposed by Mr. Bosman, and seconded by Mr. 
Deacon, anil carried unanimously, that the amount be left to the decision 
of the board of directors.

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HONG KONG FINANCIAL LEGISLATION, 

A NEVER-FAILING source of irritation seems destined to pervade 
the deliberations of the Hong Kong Legislative Council, in 
the shape of a settled fecling of hostility betwsen the official 
and non-official members of that body. If we may rely on the 
statements which reach us regarding the internal organisation 
of the Council, none of its decisions can be taken as fairly ex- 
pressing the sense of a majority ; for we are told that all the 
official members are required to support the Governor, whatever 
their private opinions may be, and that having the fear of dis- 
missal before their eyes they are content to submit, and to 
become, in effect, mere voting-machines in his hands. And 
inasmuch as the official portion of the Council outuumbers the 
non-ofiicial, the op'nions of the latter can at any moment be 
over-ruied by the Governor's will, thus rendering entirely value- 
less the freedom of discussion they are supposed to possess. It 
is not right that the sense of any deliberative assembly should 
be made subservient to the dictum pf an individual, even though 
that?individual be its president ; and as long as such a state of 
things exists, it must be admitted that the community has a 
serious grievance to complain of. But, on the other hand, it 
is just possible that if the purely mercantile element had a 
preponderating influence in the Government of the colony, its 
ultimate prosperity might in some cases be seriously itmpaired 











for the sake of immediate convenience. A successful inerchant | 


is not necessarily a good law-giver, and much as we may fret 
under the tratamels of “red tape,” still the steady weight of 
officialdom is often likely to be of service in tempering the over 
haste of a too sanguine amateur legislator, or sustaining the 
flagging energy of a desponding one, And wo think that the 
controversy which took place in August, ou the proposed Stamp 
Act, is a caso in point. 

Avoiding figures as much as possible, it may be simply stated 
that the estimated expenditure for i566 exceeds the probable 
revenue by nearly $100,000, thus necessitating cither some 
additional ta n, or a reduction of the proposed expeuditure, 
which latter alternative would involve the abandonment of 
some most valuable public works. Feeling great reluctance to 
submit to this unpalatable mode of retrenchment, Sir RicHarD 
MacDosxeLt proposes to make up the deficiency by a stamp 
duty ; a scheme vehemently opposed by the mercantile members 
of the Council, and held up to universal opprobriam 
by the local press. Now we can r understand 
the aversion felt by the Hong Kong merchants to such an 
impost. In the first place, the Chinese will not at first under- 
stand it, and it may at the commencement excite some little 
alarm among them. econd!y, in a tropical climate peuple like 
their business transactions to flow through smooth, easy chan- 
nels, and they readiiy magnify every slight obstruction or petty 
formality into a great trouble. In titis sense the Stamp Act 
would doubtless prove irksome for a short time, until the new 
order of things had time to become established ; but we can see 
no furtier obstacles, and are at a loss to understand wherein 
lics the “disastrous” character of the mezsure so str 
insisted on by its opponents. It would be dificult to devie any 
scheme of taxation that would not be obnoxious to sume cisss, 
and with aii its atteudant inconvenioness we think a Stap Duty 
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bugbear, and it has become so through what we cannot but 
consider a grave error in judgment—not as regards the neces- 
sity for such an establishment, for that we have always advo- 
cated—but as regards the manner in which its cost has been 
defrayed. The attempt to pay the entire outlay for buildings and 
machinery, amounting to about $400,000—in so short a time 
out of the annual revenue of the colony, was indeed a 
“ disastrous” measure, and one which could not fail to be 
productive of temporary if not permanent embarrassment. 
Surely a loan might have been contrived, the interest on 
which would have formed no very heavy charge on the annual 
carnings, while the principal could have becu repaid in a few 
years out of the surplus profits of the Mint. Or an advance 
might have been obtained from tho Home Government to start 
with, to be replaced by moderate anuual instalments. But the 
mischief is done; the Mint is paid for, the colonial resources 
are crippled, and a remedy must be devised. We can only hope 
that if this remedy, in the shape of a Stamp Act, be eventually 
formed to work badly, the profits of the Mint may be so ample 
as to allow of its speedy abolition. 


THE HARBOUR OF GALLE. 

‘Tire directors of the P. and O, Company have had an inter- 
view with Lord Carnarvon, the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, on the subject of the insufficient condition of the har- 
bour of Galle. The directors and other gentlemen have re- 
peatedly urged on the Government the necessity of either them- 
| selves coustructing a breakwater, or giving such support to the 
scheme as would enable a contractor to undertake the works, 
| Our readers will remember that some months ago we de- 

taiicd a very elaborate schome for a breakwater and other 
| works, propounded by Mr. GrinutNctoy, a civil engineer in 
| the employ of the Ceylon Government. This proposition we 
| believe still to be practicable in the main features, though re- 
| quiring some alterations which would bring the cost of coustruc- 
‘tion down to £300,000. That Galle presents no insuperable 
| difficulty to the erection of a breakwater has been asserted by a 
| long list of competent nautical and engineering gentlemen, and 
why Government have so long neglected this important matter 
can only be accounted for by the lamentable failure of the Red 
Sea Cable, which Government guaranteed and by which 
ultimately lost nearly £1,000,000. But we have now a 
| diferent light by which to view these things. The money sunk 
at the bottum of the Red Sea has been the cause of bringing 
{submarine telegraphic cables to perfection, the first great 
boon being the Atlantic cable, which may save Government 
many miliions, Su long as Mr. GLapsToNe was in office we knew 
' it was totally out of the question to suggest that Government 
j ought to, construct or guarantee a moderate interest for 
| the Galle Harbour improvements, but Mr. Guapstone is pow 
enjoying, we trust, his otium cum dignitate, We have in 
his stead Mr, Disrarxt, who we feel certain will sce the im- 
portance and justice of the claim. No doubt he will re- 
member how iguominiously Lord Extn and staff were wrecked 
in that very harbour, and what serious consequences ensued by 
the delay in his mission to China, Another matter, which no. 
doubt the iast Government was ashamed to put on the esti- 
mates again—after having thrown all the first cost into the sea 
through the hands of incompetent people, is the lighthouse on 
Basses Rocks. A great deal of the material is still there, and 
it would not require much outlay to raise the edifice, Even 
the lautern is, we believe, stowed away in the godowns of the 
cnstoms at Galle, The deputation completely succeeded in show- 
ing the importance of ticse matters, aud Lord Cauxanvoy,, 
entirely ng, promised that the matter should be at once 
tikcn into the consideration of Her Masesty'’s Government. 
‘The deputation consisted of the following gentlemen : 

‘Mr. Hadow (deputy chairman), Rear-Adairal Hall, C.B., and Captain 
A. Nairue (directors), Mr, Howell (5 y), Mr. Bayley (assistant. 
managing divetor), Mr, Eogledue, Mr. Sutherland, and Captains Lovell, 
Black, Dundes, Dunn, and Weston (commanders), Major Skioner, Chief 
Commissioner of Pubiic Works, attending the interview, 
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EXPLORATION OF CAMBOGE, 

Tar French Minister of Marine and the Colonies a few 
months since appointed a commission to explore the great river, 
the lower part of which bounds the three French proviuces of 
Cochin China. ‘The expedition left Saigon on the Sth of June 
last, aud consisted of Captain Lagree, the director, a naval 
lieutenant and ensign, two surgeons, an attaché of the Foreign~ 
office, and two interpreters, one French and the other 
a Cambogian. The escort consisted of a sergeant and 
private of marines, four sailors, and six Anuamite 
soldiers, The avowed object of the expedition is to 
ascertain the physical geography of the Mekong as well as tho 
history, philology and ethuography of the vast country refreshed 
by its waters, ‘Tho various names given to this river have 
been the cause of much error and confusion ; thus not long 
since Vincendon-Dumoulin described it as being on arm of the 
Menam river of Siam, while Bitter, Berghaus, and Balbi 
declared the two to be perfectly distinct from each 


other. It is considered as settled now beyond all ques- 
tion that tho great river Mckong has its source in 
the mountains of Thibet, a very important fact. 


If this be so, these mountains give birth to the Chou-kiang, 
Yang-tse-Kiang, and Hoang-Ho, which fall into the Caina Sea, 
to the Bralimapoutra, Ganges, and the Indus which pass, by the 
Himalayas, into the Indiau Sea, and lastly, by a third outlet not 
yet fwell defined, to the Mekong, the Menam, and the Ira. 
waddy, which full into the Indo-Chinese Sea. The lower part of 
the river, that which waters Cambogia, is pretty well known ; 





the hydrography of the river of Noong, which connects the ! 
principil stream with the Lake of Angeor, has been completed, ' 


and the course of the Mekong has been explored as far as the 
rapids of Sambor, in latitude 12° and 13°. Here then com- 
mence the labours of the expedition in question. 
the great practical points to be decided is whether these 
rapids are always impracticable or only during a certain 
portion of the year, and consequently, if transhipment be 
necessary during a part or the whole of the year. It is 
believed, though not known for certain, that ouly one 
arm of the river at Khong is affected by the rapids, and 
that the other is open to navigation, Above this point 
all that is known positively is from the observations of 
M. Mouhot, who lost his life there in the autumn of 1861, 
and his discoveries remain incomplete. He described the Me- 
kong, in the Laos between 19° and 20° latitude, as being more 
than a thousand yards wide in the narrowest part, aud bordered 
by high mountains covered with rich verdure; he de- 
clares absolutely that there is no connection whatever 
between the Mckong and the Menam, but bis exploration 
only extended to Luang-Prabaag, one of the principal towns in 
the kingdom of Laos, and containing from 7,000 to 
8,000 inlabitants, aud not 80,000, as stated by Pallegoix, 
Below Laos the Mekong penetrates the vast and populous 
Chinese province of Yun-nan, where it takes the name of the 
Lan-tsan-kiang, which is applied to all its upper portion. It is 
there separated by a small distance only from the celebrated 
Yang tso-kiang, aud from the Loo-kiang which formsthe boundary 
of the Birman empire, of Tenasserim and Siam, and falls into 
the gulf of Martaban'at the English port of Moulmein near 
Rangoon. The proximity of the Mekong to the Yung-tse-kiang 
(called in Yun-nan the Kincha-kiang) if a fact is an 
extremely important one, as the latter river serves the 
three great towns of Hankow, Nauking, and Shanghai, It 
is said that the interval which separates the two sicams is, at 
@ point towards Ta-Tehing, on the 28th parallel of latitude, 
not more than ten leagues across; and, moreover, that there is a 
pass across the mouutain ridge which stands between them 
which would allow of the formation of a road aud perhaps even 
of a canal, thus br s the whole of the country above Ta- 
Tehing in easy communication with the whole of China Proper. 
The pass referred to isa little south of the Ciristian village of 
Bounga, and rather further in the same direction from the road 
leading from eking to Lhaysa, the capital of Thiet. Herc, 
however, arises an unfortunate question. English explorers 
have fixed the navigable iimit of the Yang-tse-Kiang, for steam 
vessels, close to the point in question, namely, at Pin-Shang, 
in 103° longitude, but the French explorers ave not inclined to 
admit this dictum as decisive. It is to be hoped that the new 
expedition will settle this point beyoud doubt, in order that the 
facilities of future communication may be exactly calculated, 
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THE RUSSO-AMERICAN TELEGRAPH. 


THE carlier portion of the year 1868 will, in all probability, 
witness the opening of the whole line of telegraphic communi- 
cation between the Amoor and the United States. The present 
winter may to some extent retard but will not prevent the 
carrying on of the works. ‘The exploration on the Asiatic side 
covered far more ground!than has actually been taken up, 
and hurricanes, frosts, frozen seas, and pathless deserts con- 
spired to arrest the advance of the energetic pioneers. But the 
time thus expended has allowed for the complete preparation of all 
the material required, end which bas been shipped respectively 
from London, Hamburg, Naw York and San Francisco, the 
chief points from which redistribution took place being Sitka 
ou the American side and Nicolajevsk at the mouth of the 
Amoor, Okhotsk and Anadyrsk on the Asiatic side. Three 
vessels, freighted by the Russian Telegraph Department at 
Hamburg, arrived at Nicolajevsk previous to the closing of the 
ice with all requisite materials for the construction of the Amoor 
Junction Telegraph. We have news of the subsequent arrival 
of the vessels referred to in the valuable letter of our corre- 
spondeut as destined for the Northern Asiatic section, so that 
little remains to be forwarded with the exception of additional 
provisions. The Russian Telegraph Department and the 
Western Union Extension Company have in their service no 
less than twenty-five vessels, in addition to the vessels “ with 
fire’—the United States steamer Saginau and the Russian 
steam corvette Variug, detailed to co-operate in the work, 
‘The avoidance of the peninsula of Kamschatka in the construc- 
tion of the main route on the Asiatic side of the North Pacific 
shores commends itsclf to the judgment of practical men, 
thouzh at the outset the opinions of leading engineers, electri- 
' cians, and geographers were in its favour. ‘The introduction of 
long deep sea cables has thus been avoided, and go an clement 
of uncertainty removed, The overland line of Asiatic Russia, 
after leaving the Amoor, crossing the Trans-Baikal country, 
and penetrating by a defile the Stannovoi mountains, rounds 
the Okbotsk Sea to the east, passing successively through the 
settlements of Shantar's Bay, Ayan, and Okiotsk, the well. 
| known stations of the whale fishery, thence to the head of the 
| sea over a steppe with gentle clevations to the colony of Anadyrsk. 
Nor is it evidently any leading object with Russia to have Petro- 
paulouski taken in by tho main route. ‘The fortunes of the 
place are evidently declining, and since the acquisition of the 
northern territory from China, emigration to the western shores 
of the Okhotsk has been continually going on. Thus the tele- 
graph will lie along the pathway, not ouly of existing trade but 
future colowisation. Ou the American side, the explorati 
which followed the course of the Fraser’s River and the stream 
of the Youcon have been rapidly followed by the engincer- 
ing staffs, and a powerful steam mill at Paget’s Sound is engaged 
in cutting thousands of cedar trees to serve for wooden forts, 
poles and stations, whilst the services of the Indians 
found along the route have been enlisted, Thus the 
operations of construction have been extended not only up- 
wards from Vancouver's Island, already in connection with San 
Francisco, but downwards from Bhering Straits by way of the 
Kvichpak and the valley of the Youcon, ‘The greatest diffi- 
culty in the obtaining of native labour was encountered in 
British Columbia, and the portion of the line runuing through 
that country will consequently prove most costly per mile. 
The labours of construction, like those of exploration, have in 

art to be carried on in face of tempestuous seasons. A 
healthy spirit of emulation appears to have been evoked be- 
tween the working partics on either side, and again between 
these and the constructors of the Amoor junction line, so that 
We may anticipate that St. Petersburg will be brought into tele- 
graphic connection with Nicolajevsk, by way of Ceutral Asia, at the 
same time that the Russo-American continuation is completed. 
Much of the success that has been achieved in securing the good 
will of the natives taust be attributed to the careful relations 
formerly maintaincd between the Russian Trading Company 
on the one side and the Cossack settlers on tke other. The 
working of the line, b. inducing a greater amount of trade 
in the northern sea give a stimulus to colonisation which 
will react in its tara favourably on Europe, and especially in 
improving European connection with China. As to trade, the 
better knowledge recently acquired of the coasts and harbours of 
theNorthern Pacific must prove ofsubstantial service in the future. 
It would appear tiat not only is insulation better maintained 
in high latitudes, but that the cold is favourable to the pre- 
servation of the wire ; thus lessening the calculated expense of 
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maintenance. The messages that will pnss over the Russo- 
American line havebeen estimated at 500 per day, and thereceipts 
at £1,000,000 per annum. The tariff charges will be moderate, 
and it is anticipated that one-half the receipts will cover the cost 
and maintevance of the line. Twenty per cent. on the capital stock 
of the Extension Line has been paid up, the capital of the com- 
pany being £5,600,000 ; and it is estimated that the proportion 
paid up will cover the cost of construction, supplies, and stores, 
‘The whole overland route connecting the European and Ameri- 
can systems may be thus represented :—From St. Petersburg to 
Irkutsk by the route traversed by the great Russian-Chinese 
caravans, across Amoor territory to Sofisk on the Gulf of Amoor, 
the depot of overland traffic between Russia and Japan, thence 
rounding tho Okhotsk, and proceeding northward overthe country 
of the Tchouktchisand the river Anadyr to Bhering Straits; across 
Bhering Straits to one of the many mouths of the Kvichpak, 
westward to the point at which the Youcon, virtually the same 
stream, flows southward, following the valley line marked by 
ranges of mountains running parallel to the coast, and of which 
the Fraser Valley is a continuation, by Vancouver and through 
Oregon to San Francisco. A further development manifestly 
awaits this great line skirting the northern boundary of the 
Great Pacific, and finding its termini in the American and Euro- 
pean systems of telegraphy. Ultimately, all Central and South 
America will have the benefit of communicating with the 
greatpoints of Eastern trade not by the slow process of navi-- 
gation, but the quick throbbings of the electric pulse. ‘The con. 
templated ramifications of the Russo-American and Russo 
Chinese lines are full of interest, premising of course the com” 
pletion of the Russian line from Kiachta through the vast terri- 
tory of the Mongols to the gate of Yahol and thence 
to Peking, eventually to be extended to the ports in China. 
Another subsidiary line is in view, that, crossing Turkestan, 
Bokhara, and Balk, to Cabool, shall be extended to the Pun- 
jaub and brought into connection with the Indian telegraphic 
system. There remains also tho British scheme of connection 
with India by way of Western China, But prominent among 
the designs that are destined to realisation is a submarine 
cable across the gulf of the Amoor connecting Saghalien with 
Tartary, with overland communication to Cape Aniva, thence by 
cable to Yesso, and again by the Straits of Sangar from Yesso 
to Niphon, the ‘south-western extremity of which might be 
brought into instantancous commuuication with the Corca, 
The following is the letter of our correspondent, already re- 
ferred to :— 

The St. Petersburg Northern Post contains a correspondence from 
Guigiga of the Qnd (14th) August, with the latest intelligence concerning 
the Russo- American telegraph, of which the following is an ubstract:— 

Mr. Abasa arrived at Petropaulouski on the 8th August with three 
American engineers, two of whom (Capt. Meyhood and Lieut. Bush) 
proceeded at once to Nicolajevsk to explore the country between the 
Amoor and Okhotsk, whilst Mr. Abasa undertook, in company with Lieut. 
Kennan, the exploration of the peninsula of Kamschatka, the country of 
Koriatsk and the Guigiga. To form an idea of the difficulties against 
which these two parties had to struggle, it must be remembered that with 
the exception of the little village of Oudsk and the port of Ayan, the 
country between Nicolajevsk and Okhotsk is only inhabited by a few 
nomadic tribes of the Tungooses, and that hitherto Kamtschatka has never 
been crossed during the summer and on horseback. As probably an official 
report will be published at a later period of the journey of Mr. Abasa and 
his companions, it is only needful to state at present that, in spite of the 
incredible difficulties they had to encounter at every step, especially in 
crossing the chain of the Great Tiguilsk Mountains, they arrived after six- 
teen days of hard work and to the surprise of the natives, at the village of 
Tiguil, a journey of 1,200 wersts (800 miles). From Tiguil to Guigiga 
they travelled partly on horseback and partly in baydars or boats made of 
skins, across the Bay of Penjinskaya ; and when the winter set in they con- 
tinued their journey in sledges drawn by reindeer and dogs, crossing the 
camps of the wandering tribes of the Koriatsks and Tchoukotzks, often 

assing the night in the open air on the ground with the thermometer at 
degrees below zero of Reaumur. 

On'the 22nd November Mr. Abasa arrived at Guigiga, where he was 
to meet the detachment of engineers who were under orders to travel from 
the mouth of the Anadyr up that river in boats to the colony established 
‘on its banks and then in sledges to Guiziga aiter exploring the interme- 
diate country. However, not only did Mr. Abasa nol meet the purty but 
could receive no intelligence of them, which caused him to believe that 
on their arrival at the mouth of the Anadyr they found the river closed by 
ice, which sometimes happens as early as the 20th of August. This was 
& great disappointment, for Mr: A. expected to receive by them a supply 
Of provisions, as his were fast falling short, but above all he was anxious to 
Jean the result of Colonel Bulkeley’s explorations in Bebring’s 
Straits. Thus all the work of laying down the line of the 
telegraph for a distance of 6,000 versts, or 4,00 miles, devolved upon 
four persons, two of whom were on the Amoor. In this uncertainty, 
Lieutenant Kennan, accompanied by some Cossacks and natives, was sent 
to the colony of Anadyrsk to obtain information and continue the survey 
of the country, At the same time Mr. Abasa started in the direction of 
Okhotsk and Ayana, crossing the chain of the Stanovoi, in order to. settle 

















the question ax to whether the telegraph should be carried from Okhotsk 
to the Amoor by land along the coast which had never yet been explored, 
or by a submarine line. On the road he met Captain Meyhood 
and Lieutenant Bush, who, accompanied by Schwartz, bad 
travelled on reindeer all the way from the Amoor|to Okhotsk, a mode of con- 
veyance exceedingly fatiguing, and through a country almost unknown even 
to their nomadic guides, and accomplished their objectin the most satiss 
factory manner. 

Inthe meantime Lieut. Kennan ascertained from some wandering 
tribes between Guigiga and Anadyrsk that atthe end ofthe autumn two 
vessels, one with sails and the other “with fire,” had arrived at the mouth of 
the Anadyr, and disembarked five men who were living there ina but 
farnished with a stove and in possession of a sufficient supply of provisions, 
On his arrival at the colony Lieut. Kennan immediately proceeded in dog- 
sledges to the mouth of the Anadyr, a distance of 600 versts, found threeof 
his countrymen and returned with them and all their stores to Anadyrsk. 
Before the arrival of Lieutenant Kennan two of the Americans had set 
off with a party of Tchouktchis for Anadyrsk where they salely arrived 
afier a journey of sixty-four days. It is to be hoped they will publish 
some account of their proceedings, as, with the exception of Captain Bil- 
liness, who spent some time with those tribes in the year 1780, no one has 

















ever before penetrated into that part of the country. 
The chief of the expedition has now returned from his excursions and 
terminated hi: 


jabours. ‘The survey of the country is completed and the 
sk to the Amoor—a distance of 6,000 
work was executed by the head of the 
expedition, and three engineers in the course of a severe winter, during 
which they had to combat with almost incredible dificulties, travelling 
sometimes in sledges, at others on the backs of reindeer, exposed to the 
rigours and inclemencies of the atmosphere without any shelter, and often 
on half rations of food. 

‘As soon asthe sea of Okhotsk is free of ice the ships from America with 
the materialsfor the telegraph will land their stores at Guigiza and elsewhere. 
Those vessels bring a party of Yakouts who are engayed for the service, 
and the line will be set up as speedily as possible from the Amoor to Beh- 
rings Straits. Between Okhotsk and Anadyrsk the works ate being ac~ 
tively carried on with the assistance of the natives, who are of great use in 
helping to build huts, squaring the timber, and putting up the telegraph 
poles. It isto be expected, from the well-known cnergy and activity of 
the chief of the expedition, that within two or three years this gigantic 
work will be completed. 











THE SAN FRANCISCO, JAPAN AND CHINA LINE.

Although the announcements of new works are as numerous 
as usual at this season, there are few among thoso receutly 
publised that demand special notice by reason of avy affinity 
to our particular field. Of these few the first that commends 
itself to our notice is entitled Vemoirs and Services of the late 
Lieutenant-General Sir 8. B. Ellis, K.U.B., Royal Marines. From 
his own Memoranda, Edited by Lady Exuis. Saunders, Otley, 
and Co.—Tiris work, besides many other interesting experiences 
in the long life of the veteran Marine officer, contains some 
reminiscences of the China war of twenty years since which 
are specially opportune at the present time :— 

“ Twyent with Dr. Lindsay on shore to the Military Hospital of the 26th 
Regiment. Thad never witnessed a more distres ne, — 4G persons 
of the finest regiment of the expedition wien we arrived in China lying 
fon mattresses on the floors of several rooms of an extensive building, from 
the drummer-boy to the old soldier, variously alllicted with grievous com= 
plaints of dysentery, diarrhoea, and ague fever,—some dying, and all in 
want of many comforts requisite to their recovery, such as fresh and 
wholesome nourishment, good nursing and cleanliness, yet they were not 
to be procured; the sick were ao crowded that with some difficulty we 
passed between their lines on the floor without inconvenience to them. 
‘The condition of many was quite hopeless. Sickness and mortality were 
s0 much onthe increase that of the originul number of 3,590 who landed 
in July last, not more than 800 bayonets could then be mustered tor duty.””

Here is another extract, narrating the bare escape of an en- 
tire company of uative infantry from destructio 
“About sunset an entire company of the 37th Nutive Infantry was 
missing ; two companies of the 49th were sent out in search. I was also 
requested to detach a company of Royal Marines for the same object. I 
selected the 8th, armed with percussion muskets, giving the command to 
Lieatenant Whiting. Captain Duff of the 37th accompanied him; and, 
after a long and tedious march of six miles, through paddy fields filled 
with water, they succeeded, amidst much peril, in recovering this com- 
pany, surrounded by Chinese, who were actively engaged in bringing up 
two guns in position for their destruction. The 37th were formed in 
squares on a small mound, with their fire-arms, excepting one, unavailable 
from the rain’s effects, and were only aware of their rescue and the 
roximity of the marines by the latter firing a musket and giving three 
Joud cheers, which were gladly responded to. The effect was instan- 
‘taneous and most beneficial. he Chinese, not knowing the amount of 
force so unexpectedly near, separated a little; the 37th company re- 
treated ; and Lieut. Whiting, watching bis opportunity, judiciously fred a 
volley or two amongst them, whereby the two companies were enabled to 
return to their respective corps unmolested.”

Our Australian Colonies ; their Discovery, History, Resources, 
and Prospects, By Samvet MossMann ; Author of tho articles 
“ Australia” and “Australasia” in the £ncyclopedia 
Britannica, Lonion: The Reiigious Tract Society.—Such a 
comprehensive title as this is calculated to raise a vision of 
one of those ponderous quartos without which no large library 
is complete, but which are far too heavy in every sense of the 
word to be of much practical utility in the hands of the general 
reader. ‘To allay allapprehensious on this score we way at 
once state that the work under notice, although somewhat ain- 
bitious in its title, is exceedingly modest and convenieut in 
size, and eminently readable as regards its quality. In truth, 
the discovery of our Australian possessions is so recent, aud 
their history consequently so short, that we can discern no 
reason why all that is interesting concerning them should not 
be compressed into very moderate limits, except, indeed, the 
fatal tendency to prolixity indulged in by nearly all travellers 
who tura book-makers. From this vice Mr. Mossmann is 
happily free ; and, being evidently actuated by a desire that his 
book should rank as a standard work of reference regarding the 
great southern continent, he has, with the terseness of a prac- 
tised hand, condensed into a single swall volume such an 
amount of valuable information as cannot fail to achieve the 
desired end. The first chapter is devoted to the gradual series 
of discoveries by which the continent and its adjacent islands 
became known, from the somewhat apocryphal adventures of 
the early Spanish and Portuguese voyagers, und the more tan- 
gible efforts of the Dutch, down to the celebrated voyage of 
Captain Cook in the Endeavour, and the consequent appropria- 
tion by England of that vast tract of land which the illustrious 
navigator named New South Wales. The second chapter con- 
tains a weli-digested resume of the many exploring expeditions 
by which the interior has been penetrated and eurveyed in all 
directions, ‘Tho third is on the natural history and products of 
the country ; and the remaining ones are devoted to information 
of the most varied kind regarding cach colony separately. 
And, lastly, both the interest aud the value of the book are 
greatly enhanced by a well-executed map and phns of several 
of the more important towns and harbours.

's Reception AT Banckox.—The following 
letter from Bangkok has appeared in the Moniteur:—" M. Aubaret, 
French Consul at Bangkok, who, when recently in Paris, was charged by 
the King of Siam to deliver to the Emperor Napoleon a letter, accom- 
panied with presents, resumed possession of his post on July 1. He 
carried with him the reply of the Emperor, The King of Siam was 
anxious to give the most solemn character possible to the reception of 
that message, On the arrival of M. Aubaret being announced, a man- 
darin of the highest rank was sent to meet him at the mouth of the 
Meinan, and accompanied him to the Consular residence on the banks of 
that stream. On July 6 a numerous deputation of Siamese functionaries, 
conveyed in forty boats, proceeded to the Consulate. The Imperial 
letter was placed on athrone of gold on board one of the boats used 
exclusively in the service of tha King, and the procession 
advanced slowly along the river. On arriving at the  landing- 
place the Emperor's letter was received with a salute of 21 
guns, and was then carried in state to the palace, accompanied witha nume- 
Fousescort. Representatives from the ditferent nations, subject to the king- 
dom of Siam, formed a line, in which ali the varied races of India and 














China were mingled in picturesque confusion. In the first courtyard 
were seen the war elephants ranged in order of battle, and by their side, 
forming a singular contrast with those colossal animals, the Siamese horse- 
men mounted on very small horses caparitoned with gold. The 
King, in the largest hall of the palace, awaited the arrival of the 
Procession, seated on a magnificent throne raised 6 ft. above the 
ground. He wore the grand cordon of the Legion of Honour. The 
Princes and mand were prostrate on carpets. Each of them had before 
him the insignia of his rank—that is to say, a vessel of pure gold—some of 
which were so large as to literally cover the carpet. The Consul of France, 
on his entrance into the audience-chamber, took the enormous gold vase 
which contained the Emperor's letter and placed it before the throne. 
After the first compliments, the King himself descended the steps of his 
raised seat and advanced towards the Imperial letter, which M. Aubaret 
presented to him, The ‘Memoirs of the Abbe de Choisy’ contain an account, 
of the difficulty met with in inducing the Sovereign of Siam to accept the 
letter of Louis XLV. from the hands of the French Ambassador. The King 
read the Imperial communication with marked satisfaction, and, after 
having conversed for some minutes with M. Aubaret, begged him to take 
part in a repast to which had also been invited the members of the Consu- 
late and of the Catholic Mission, and some French merchants who had 
accompanied the Consul. The King, after the ceremony, addressed each 
of them in gracious language, and assured them repeatedly of his feelings 
of sympathy for France and the Emperor. The Siamese Government has 
lately given another proof of its friendly disposition. A scientific commis- 
sion,‘ placed under the direction of the captain of a French frigate, had 
been charged to explore the course of the River Mekong, which is yet 
unknown ; and the King of Siam immediately sent instructions that the 
French expedition should receive all the assistance possible in its difficult 
and perilous enterprise.”

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) ¢ 
RorrerDaM, Oct. 7. 

The history of the days which have elapsed since my last letter 
is of much importance. ‘Ihe last Parliamentary battle which was 
fought in the Second Chamber of the States-General must be 
ranked amongst the most interesting of the year’s, while the 
speeches will fill the most important pages of the Parliamentary 
annals. The Chamber has rigorously blamed the Cabinet, while 
ithas—as the Nieuwe Hotterdamsche Courant says—dared to 
treat the representatives of the people in an unfur way. The 
consequences of the vote of waut of confidence, however, are 
such that the greatest political confusion now prevails through- 
out the country. When the Address of reply to tho Speech 
from the throne was brought forward, the members at once 
made use of the opportunity to speak on political affairs in 
stead of following the usual custom of reserving such debates 
until the budget were discussed. It could not be denied that a 
Conservative tendency was shown in the Royal Speech, but 
it was also clear that the Address answering to this Speech 
breathed strong opposition spirit, ‘here appeared 
in the Royal Speech o clauso “that tho nation will find, 
after God, its firmest support in itself.” In the phrase an- 
swering thereof the words “after God” did not appear, and 
of course the anti-revolutionists complained thereof. Mr. 
Jonckblaed, however, in defending the Address said that the 
“Committes of Reduction” was of opinion that this expres- 
sion sinned against the second of God’s Ten Commandments, 
and as they had no plan to make an idle uso of the uame of 
God, they had omittcd these words. I need not say that these 
expressions created much sensation, and to calm the opinions 
Mr. Wiutgens rose to explain in a very lengthened speech the 
position of the several parties in Parliament. This member 
spoke in such a Conservative sense and fivished by attacking so 
severely the other parties that the discussions that followed 
irritated the Chawbers more and more. Suddenly it was thought 
a favourable moment to bring forward the topic of the day 
—the resignation of Mr. Myer and his appointment as Governor- 
General of the Dutch East Indies. 

Not they only who are known as the promoters of the two factions of 
the Liberal party passed the severest judgments; on the contrary, this act 
of tie Government was most rigorously blamed by the neutral members, 
Godefroi spoke of “a sad impression by every impartial member ;" Ken- 
chenius, hitherto regarded as a Ministerialist, * could not tind words 
to express. bis disopprobation;” Storm van Graverzande called 
it an “unworthy act ;” Van der Linden summoned in vain “ that one mem= 
ber should rise to defend the appointment.” The Minister of Foreign 
Affairs tried to calm the storm by declaring that the successor of the 
ex-Minister Myer, Mr. Trakranen, adhered to the same principles as his pre= 
decessor, Whose promises ergo would be fultiiled, and he asserted that 
when Mr. Myer tendered his resignation he did not know positively 
that he was to be appointed for this lucrative office. Mr. van Henkelom 
demonstrated once more that Mr. Myer had been obliged, when the 
amendment with regard to the increase of the wages of the Indian heads 
had passed, to revoke his budget, and that he distrustedthe whole Cabinet 
now that this had not taken place. ‘hough Mr. van Limburg Brouwer asked 
three times after tbe true reasons why Mr. Myer bad tendered his 
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Fesignation, who only proposed to deceive the Chambers while his Ing- 
gage was ready to start for India, the matter dropped in that sitting because 
the Minister of the Colonial Department was not present. Instead thereof 
several matters of less interest were brought forward, viz., our relations to 
the German Confederation—whereabout every particular was known ; the 
damming up of the Eastern Scheldt—whereabout no news could be said ; 
and the financial question, on which occasion the Liberals argued that 
the position fwas not at all so bad as the Minister bad stated in his 
speech. In" the following sitting, however, the decisive moment had 
come when the ninth paragraph of the Address, in which the colonial 
matters were treated, was to be approved. The Minister of the Colonies 
rose before one member had attacked him, to lay his prozramme before the 
Chamber ; which, however, was ultra-Conservative, while that of his pre- 
decessor hung dangling between the Liberal and Conservative principles. 
Immediately after this maiden speech was uttered, in which he soawkwardly 
tried to blame the present Governor-General Mr, van Swieten rose and gave 
the sign to storm the Cabinet. When the discussion had already become of a 
very violent character, Mr. Kenchenius rose—the man who said and proved 
that he ouly wished to fight for truth, or what he thought to be truth, 
who is an ultra-Theocrat when there is question of education and religion, 
but who showed himself a Radical about Indian matters, The greatest 
stillness prevailed when this charge a fond was commencing, which 
he founded upon the resignation of Mr. Myer, that he beheld as a dis- 
avowing of the vocation of the Cabinet, as contrary to the wants and 
claims of India, as a stimulus for politic immorality, and by 
which act the respect due to the representatives was shortened. 
Alter having argued on these points he proposed the following 
motion :—* The Chamber, disapproving of the conduct of the Minister 
of the Colonies, Mr. P. Myer, with regard to his retirement from this 
Cabinet, proceeds to the order of the day.” The Parliamentary battle 
now became vehement, and after a long debate the motion was approved 
of 39 against 23 votes, Thy Minister for Foregn Atfus, after 
having stated that he and his colleag 17s made this motion a Cabinet ques- 
tion and that the decision of the King <hould be invoked, left the Chamber 
ina hurry. The Address, however, was approved of and handed to the 
King by a special commission. 

Not knowing what to do, the Conservatives had mingled the royal person 
in the debate. The Ministers founded their contest of the motion prin- 
cipally upon the opinion that the Chamber attacked one of the prerogatives 
of the Crown when, disapproving the appointment, they maintained 
that the executive power only has the right of appointing func- 
tionaries of the State; the majority however arzued that accordin, 
to Art 53 of our fundamental law, the King is inviolable and that the 
Ministers are totally responsible. It needs no comment that the Ministers 
demonstrated upon a false basis, the more because Mr. Kenchenius did 
not disapprove in bis motion of the appointment but the retirement 
Mr. Myer. 

In the first days after the motion had passed an uncertainty prevailed as 
tothe steps which the Ministers would take—whether they would tender 
their resignation or dissolve the Chambers. ‘The facts, however, that the 
King, atter soveral interviews with the members’ of the Cabinet, started 
for his seat het Loo,” and that the members of the First Chamber were 
convoked by the telegraph, gave us a right to suppose that the Cabinet had 
resolved upon a call to the nation. And so it was. 

Last Monday the members of the First and Second Chambers met, and 
the Minister of the Home Department read a Royal decree by which the 
sitting of the Staies. General, which was opened only a fortnight ago, was 
closed and the Chainbers dissolved, while by another decree the elections 
were fixed to take place on the 30th of October, so that the meeting of 
the new Chambers will be on the 19th Nov., the day on which Mr. 
Myer—aceording to the statement of the Handelsblad—will start for 
ndia, 

It is impossible to deseribe the feelings of abhorence and disgust which 
prevails throughout the country. Rather everyone is angry that the 
Cabinet applied this measure; and, indeed, when we remember what 
occurred in 1*E3, when also the Chambers were dissolved, we must fear 
for scanda‘ous disturbances, Now already in Arnhein the Liberals and 
the students in Leyden brought overtures to Mr. Kenchenius, who fou ght 
so bravely against deception and imposture, ashe termed the said ap- 
pointment of the Cabinet; in the meanwitile the Coaservatives at the 
Hague brought serenades to the Ministers and the M.P.'s for that town. 
I, indeed, should not wonder if within a few days every eye in Europe 
should be directed upon the political events that will occur here. The 
passionate tone of t which now already prevails, of course will in- 
crease with every day, which brings us nearer to the end of the month. As 
to Mr. Myer, he is literally alfronted and injured, So says the Arnheimsihe 
Courant :—" We do not envy his crown of Vice-King, which must have 
become a very crown of thorns, The vote of the seeond Chambers has vindi- 
cated the offciided public morality, and that vote will always remain, notwith= 
standing the Chamber were dissolved, [thas made for Mc. Myer a seaffuld of 
the throne of Buitenzorg (his residence at Java), upon which he, when be 
desires it, may remam exposed izaominiously, stizmatised openly as the 
man who promised solemuly to fullil the obligations with whieh he charged 
himselt voluntarily, and siiuks away during the darkness of the night’ to 
withdraw hin-elt from falliiling them.”

The directors of the China Steamship and Labuan Coal 
Company have issued 4 circular proposing to reduce the 
nominal capital of the concern and the liability of the share- 
holders, by making all the shares £5 each instead of £20. The 
4,030 shares which are fully paid up will be exchanged for 
four £5 shares each ; and on the 20,338 shares on which £11 
is paid, a call of £1 will first be made, after which three £5 
shares, with £4 paid, will be issued in lieu of them. This plan 
will doubtless teud to improve the value of the shares by 
relieving shareholders from the fear of future heavy calls, without 
inany way impairing the sccurity of the creditors, Very en- 
couraging accounts have been received from Labuan, and great 
confidence is expressed regarding the future prospects of the 
undertaking. ‘Lhe concession made by the Spanish Govern- 
ment on all imports by the company’s vessels into Manila is 
likely to make the line of steamers very profitable. Tho follow- 
ing is an extract from the circular : 

“Mr. Sinclair writes:—* Labuan, August 27.—I may congratulate the 
directors on the lively appearance Coal Poiat presents at present, as there 
are no less than five steamers here. The Rifleman is now surveying within 
forty miles of Labuan, and as Captain Reed, who is command of her, is 
anxious to take advantage of the present fine weather, he has run back for 
coal. Since 1 wrote (August 13) we have shipped coal as follows :—Her 
Majesty's screw steamer Zideman, 187 tons; ler Mzjesty’s screw steamer 
Forester, 20 tons; the barque Braro, 577 tons; screw steamer Mona, 
161 tons; ecrew steamer Japan, 221 tons; total, 1,166 tons, 
‘This pit is now sunk nearly thirty-one fathoms.

well since I wrote. A great deal of No. 1 seam is bared ready to be sent 
for shipment as soon as the small engine is erected to hand it over the bill. 
‘The earthwork for the formation of the self-acting inclined plane and the 
engine bank is nearly finished. The coolies employed in this work are 
those we employ in coaling ships, and at present they are all busy coaling, 
which creates a delay in the new opening works." Extract from letter of 
Mr. Pitman, marine superiniendent.—* Singapore, Sept. 1, 1866.—Steamer 
Japan.—The steamer arrived here yesterday afternoon with mails and pase 
sengers for Europe.

Fair to good Kaisows of 
new import have sold from Is. 7d. to Is. Ild. per Ib., fine to finest from 
2s, to 2s. Bd. per Ib.; Pak ‘Ling sorts at fully former prices. Common 
to fair black-leaf Congous have sold at an advance of about 4d. per Ib.

From the profits thus shown, the Directors recamment a Dividend of 5 dols, per share, equivalent to 8 por cent, per annum, which will absorb 
100,000 dols., and of the remaining amount the Directors propose carrying 66,700 dols, to the Reserve Fund (which will increase it to 100,000 
dols.), and the further balance of 45,696 dole. Ste. forward to the credit of the new account, in addition to 35,573 dols. 79c. being rebate on bills 
not due. 

‘The Directors have to congratulate the Sharcholders on the satisfactory result ‘of the operations of the.Bank for the last half-year, which, asis 
generally known, has been a period of continued and increased depression. 

‘The Bank has had the good fortune of almost enticely escaping the effects of the crisis which has just passed over Europe and India, the only 
exception being Bills of the Agra and Masterman’s Bank; but, from specitic information received from England, as well as that of a more general 
character, doubtless known to the Sharcholilera, the Directors feel some confidence that the only prejudice the Bank is likely to suffer is the tem- 
porary lock-up of some of its funds, and the consequent loss of protit thereon. ‘I'he Directors, therefore, have every reason to believe that the 
amount carried, a3 above, to new account, will be amply sufficient to provide for any contingencies on this head, and that the reserve fund of 
100,000 dots, will remain intact. As shown by the accounts, the Directors have still deferred their claims for remuneration. 

‘The business of the Bank generally has been steadily increasing, and the current and fixed deposits show a much larger amount than at the 
end of last year. With comparatively few exceptions, the entire mercantile community and very many native merchants are now interested in 


the Bank, and bave given it their full support; and their confidence in the position of the Bank has not been shaken, even under the very trying 
circumstances which have involyed so many hitherto well known banking establishments. 


Incorporation. 
An Ordinance to carry out this object, framed in accordance with the directions of the Secretary of State for the Colonies, and the Lords 
ioners of the Treasury, has beea laid before the Legislative Council and read a first time, and subject to certain alterations suxgested by 


cellency the Governor (calculated to be beneticial to the Company), the Directors believe tuere ia but little doubt that the Ordinance will be 
passed at the next, or an early Meeting of the Council. 

















Agencies. 
Under the existing very unsatisfactory state of commercial and financial relations in India, the] Board have thought it prudent to post- 


pone the opening of Agencies there for the present. They have however determined to open an Agency at Yokohama, and have appointed an 
Agent at that port, where they hope,'iu course of time, to transact a remunerative business, 


New Capital. 

‘The Shareholders are already of course aware of the change in the distribution of the Capital of the Bank, and the conseqzent increase of its 
amount, carried at the Extraordinary General Meeting held for the purpose on the 3rd of March last. ‘This was done with a view to the Incorpo- 
ration of the Bank, and, with the exception of a small portion, the new Shares have been freely applied for, and taken up, by the proprietors of 
the Bank; though, in view of the heavy monetary pressure prevailing for the past few months, the Directors have not yet finally closed the list of 
applicativus, which may probably account for the fuct that there are still some new Shares unapplied for. 


Premises. 

The Directors purchased a short time ago, for 60,000 dols., the premises known as Wardley House, where the business of the Bank has 
hitherto been carried on. By this purchase they hope to reduce the current expenses for rent, and at the same time make a suitable investment of 
part of their Reserve Fund, which, no doubt, will meet the approval of the Shareholders. 

Directors. 

The Honourable Francis Chomley, Mr. Douglas Lapraik, Mr. Palanjee Framjee, and Mr. H. W.\Wood having resigned, the Court of 

Directors have appointed the Honourable John Dent and Mr. Caleb T. Smith to two of the vacant seats in the direction, which i: now com- 


posed of the following gentlemen :—Ilon. John Dent, Chairman; Mr. Woldemar Nissen, Deputy-Chairman; Messrs. A. F. Heard, Geo. J. Hel- 
fand, H. B. Lemanu, A. Sassoon, Caleb T. Smith, Hon. ‘Thomas Sutherland, @.

Auditors. 


In the place of Mr. Caleb T. Smith, appointed to a seat at the Board, the Directors have elected Mr. Phineas Ryrie as one of the Auditors 
to the Bank. In accordance with Clause 92 of the Deed of Settlement, this meeting will now have to elect two new Auditors, to examine the 


accounts of the Bank for the next half-year. The Board have much pleasure in recommending the re-election of the present Auditors, to whose 
valuable services they are greatly indebted.
